* Where the soil ;jf not deficient in 
lime these thinned -out clover stands' Can 
sometimes be greatly improved By sup- 
plementing the sfend with sweet clovers 
Drillijag in a bushel and a half of oats with 
12 to 15 pounds of biennial ^vhite gweef 
elover in many cases will insure a good 
legume crop in the fall and a fairly good 
hay crop earlier in the ses/spn* By cutting 
the oats for hay. The stand of red clover . 
left together with the oats will give a yield 
of a ton or more of good forege per acr^e. 
Late in the fall the sweet clover will come\ 
on and produce another ton to. the acre. 
This, however, cannot be done on sour -

If land of this sort, hpwever, can be 
limed this spring a good stand ,, of sweet 
clover should be obtained and an Textra 
ton of hay per acre this fall will mofe 
th^n pay the cost of liming,' There is 
prejudice against .s^eet clover as. a hay 
crop, but bear in mind that thb first year 
^ter 

hay 4s as good as that of alfalfa: ft is the 
second year after seeding that it grows so 
fast and so coarse that it becomes rather | 
undesirable to handle as a hay crop . The / 
first year its stems are fine and leafy and 
the crop may be cut close to. the ground 
without injuring the stand for the i year, 
following. If the clover is not wanted 
for pasture the following year, it can be 
plowed under the first week in May and 
will then greatly improve the land for
